HE MONTH OF VALENTINES has arrived 
once again and it seems especially fitting 
to bring up the subject of the big “heart” 
of square dancing. As many of you will recall, 
last month in Sets in Order we covered the 
very touching and timely subject of the good 
people of Keokuk, Iowa, and their problems. 

A call for help for the victims of the explo- 
sion, which took place the night before Thanks- 
giving, brought an instantaneous response from 
generous square dancers all over the world. 
Approximately $55,000 was received in Disas- 
ter Fund Headquarters to help alleviate the 
immediate problems that arose. 

Now the total number of those who lost 
their lives has reached 21 and more than 30 
youngsters have either lost both their parents 
or suffered the loss of one parent and the hos- 
pitalization of the second. It is for those still 
needing help and for the children who will 
need not only continuing care but an assur- 
ance of a future education that an additional 
plea goes out this month. You'll find the story 
on page 21 of this issue. 


May We Be of Service? 


| ae YEARS, almost since our first issue back 
in November of 1948, Sets in Order has 
served in the unofficial capacity of a clearing 
house for the names and addresses of dancers, 
callers, associations, suppliers, record com- 
panies and square dance special events. A 
continually expanding card file kept by our 
assistant editor, Helen Orem, has become the 
referral point for thousands in the activity 
each year. 

When the National Square Dance Conven- 
tion committee set out to contact associations 
across the country, it was to our file that they 
gave their initial cry for help. Many other 
individuals and organizations have come to us 
with similar needs. The continued request for

names and addresses of traveling callers made 
it necessary several years ago for Sets in Order 
to instigate a several times yearly mimeo- 
graphed publication known as The Traveling 
Callers List. This, like all the other service, 
has been made available, free of charge, to all 
who requested it. 

With the continually expanding activity, it 
has seemed important for us to go a step fur- 
ther. So, this month Sets in Order sets out on 
a brand new project — an International Square 
Dance Directory known as the “Square Dancers 
Guide — 1966.” 

Our idea of a directory differs from any of 
those published in the past. What is needed, 
it seems, is not so much a directory as a world 
almanac of square dancing, and this is the type 
of directory we have set out to produce. Hun- 
dreds of individual square dancers located in 
strategic spots around the square dancing 
world have been contacted and those who have 
indicated their willingness to answer telephone 
and letter inquiries regarding square dancing 
within their area are listed in our state-by- 
state, country-by-country rundown. 

It is our hope, in the coming years, to reissue 
this directory with more up-to-date listings as 
the need dictates. You'll find your copy of this 
sixteen-page project in the center of this issue 
of Sets in Order. We hope it will serve to make 
your square dancing and your vacation plan- 
ning more enjoyable than ever. 


Let’s Tell It to Everybody 


E HAVE ON OUR DESK something that de- 

lights us beyond description. It’s the full 
page newspaper story of square dancing which 
appeared recently in the Riverside (California) 
Press Enterprise. 

The eye-catching photographs; the short, 
stimulating coverage of current day square 
dancing; and the smiling, happy faces of 
square dancers that filled the page can't help 
but have a tremendous influence on the square

dance activity in the Riverside area. 

“What a lucky break,” you may say. “Why 
can't our area be as lucky as that?” 

You might be surprised to know that this 
full page coverage is just one of the literally 
hundreds of full page articles which have ap- 
peared during the last year in newspapers all 
over the country. No two stories are alike. 
Some are in full color and quite a few are of 
one picture only, filling the entire page and 
with just a short, interesting caption that 
identifies the dancers in the picture. Take these 
full page expressions of the activity and add 
them to the thousands of newspaper stories, 
large and small, that appear in local news- 
papers thruout the country and you have a 
fantastic continuing publicity program that 
would make professional publicity men drool. 

The truth of the matter is that square danc- 
ing is its own best publicity agent. A happy 
square dancer, attractively costumed, may 
draw the first attention of a reporter, an editor, 
or someone influential to the local press. The 
next step may be a telephone call, instigated 
either by the newspaper or by one of the 
active local square dancers. The followup may 
be the visit of a photographer and reporter to 
a regular dance or to a large festival or jam- 
boree. The result, as we have already seen, is 
a picture-story in the local paper, right where 
it will do the greatest good. 

There are those who think that the only way 
square dancing will be attractive to the press 
is through the stimulation of some national 
organization which may pay hundreds or per- 
haps thousands of dollars a year in attempts 
to get square dance stories into national maga- 
zines. This, we assure you, is not the solution! 

We recently had an occasion to talk to a 
friend of ours, a professional publicist repre- 
senting one segment of the entertainment busi- 
ness, who assured us that getting publicity in 
the national magazines or even in local full

page spreads such as the one in the Riverside 
newspaper, was “next to impossible.” 

“A few small articles and perhaps a photo 
or two and we consider ourselves lucky,” our 
friend told us. “There just isn't any way to 
beat the natural, enthusiastic, spontaneous and 
voluntary publicity that you folks get in square 
dancing.” 

Publicity is news! How many of you have 
local newspapers who have shunned square 
dance publicity almost completely in recent 
months and yet were quick to pick up the 
news service photographs and stories of a re- 
cent square dance disaster? 

The National Square Dance Convention, a 
yearly affair, is perhaps our best national pub- 
licity “hook.” Eighteen thousand square 
dancers, all gaily costumed and all in one city 
at one time just have to be a news story. It is a 
fact that over the years national television, na- 
tional news releases and thousands of inches 
of local news material have resulted from this 
big event. 

As great as it is, the National Convention 
has only cracked the Time, Life, Saturday Eve- 
ning Post circle on a few occasions. Like so 
many other articles tossed to the whims of 
magazine writers, the stories have not always 
been what might be considered the most bene- 
ficial accounts of square dancing. 

The recent (November 5, 1965) Life maga- 
zine article on Mrs. Marjorie Merriweather 
Post is a good example of square dancing get- 
ting an unexpected “break.” It happens that 
Mrs. Post enjoys square dancing. As a result, 
one of the full color pictures included in the 
article showed a square dance in progress at 
one of her many palatial residences. Had Mrs. 
Post instead been a devotee of billiards, polo, 
water skiing or basket weaving, undoubtedly 
square dancing would not have fared quite as 
well as it did. | 

People make news and when the governor 
of a state square dances, or when the presi- 
dent of the United States decides to have a 
square dance as one of his inaugural balls, or 
when square dancing becomes correctly rec- 
ognized on a commemorative stamp or when 
anyone or anything that is newsworthy is con- 
nected with square dancing, then square danc- 
ing will be brought in (advantageously, we 
hope) to the picture. 

You never can tell when your local square 
dance activity may be just what the news- 
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papers are looking for, so making a little noise 
once in a while to attract attention doesn’t 
hurt. Let the papers and the magazines know 
when there's something out of the ordinary 
happening and it may just be that you will hit 
the jackpot. 

Three years ago, we put together an ex- 
tremely comprehensive sixteen-page handbook 
on square dance PUBLICITY. This booklet 
(which incidentally is still available at 25¢ a 
copy) tells you what is news and gives you 
some good guidelines for getting your square 
dance story into print. It also tells you how 
to write a square dance news story, something 
which will be useful to many club and associa- 
tion publicity chairmen. We've also renewed 
the offer we've made on a number of occasions 
to send sample copies of newspaper square 
dance columns to anyone interested. 


There's just one parting word before we 
leave the subject of publicity and that has to 
do with the public image of square dancing. 
Pictures in newspapers can quite frequently 
be unflattering and there’s nothing as confus- 
ing as seeing a caption that says square danc- 
ing is fun, only to look at a picture with a 
dozen or so square dancers in action — and not 
finding a single one smiling. Work closely with 
the photographer in helping him get the 
“shots” he wants and you'll find the time has 
been well spent. 

The costume we wear has much to do with 
our public image and the way we conduct our- 
selves is also important if we wish people to 
think well of this activity. A news story and a 
picture of square dancers dancing in a local 
jail, or in a chicken coop, or holding up traffic 
on a bridge is a somewhat dubious testimonial 
of this activity’s many fine attributes. 

You, your club and your local association 
are in the best position to do a really fine job 
of square dance publicity. Local radio, local 
television and local newspaper coverage may 
all lead to greater things— perhaps even na- 
tional coverage. Just be sure that the story 
your area tells is the best one for the activity 
as a whole.

France... Last fall the gym at the Paris 
American High School was the scene of a frolic

Every Wednesday evening the sound of 
hoedown music fills the recreation hall at Air 
Division Headquarters and filters out to the 
quiet countryside surrounding the base at Cha- 
teau de Mercy about 5 miles outside Metz 
(Moselle). The Squair Div Square Dance 
Club is in session. The club was formed in 
October 1960 and has offered one of the most 
popular forms of relaxation for the Canadian 
airmen and families serving here with Canada’s 
NATO Air Division. Under the presidency of 
Sgt. Dick Hayman the club has 60 regular 
members and 27 beginners. 

The beginners come out Sunday evenings 
and receive instruction from S/Sgt. Tom Bush 
of the U.S. Air Force base at Toul-Rosieres. 
Tom drives a round trip of 70 miles on Sun- 
days and Wednesdays to help his Canadian 
friends in their dancing. 

The Squ-Air Divs have their own 15-minute 
radio program, aired once a week over CFN.

H™ DELIGHTFUL to be able to report on an 
unusual and original theme presented at a 
recent square dance party. You may find that 
your club would enjoy developing a similar 
idea for some future event. 

The Zig and Zag’s of New Orleans, Louisi- 
ana, celebrated their 12th Anniversary last 
November and for the occasion came up with 
the following theme: Twelve Links to Happi- 
ness. The number “twelve” was presented in 
various ways. First, printed invitations were 
sent out featuring twelve “paper-clip” links on 
the cover. These were listed as Congeniality, 
Hospitality, Love, Patience, Tolerance, Pros- 
perity, Success, Friendship, Smiles, Kindness, 
Sweetness and Dancing. Each attribute was 
further developed in a clever poem on the 
inside of the invitation. The poem also included 
all vital information as to where, when, etc. 

The club hall was divided into twelve sec- 
tions, for the twelve months of the year. 
Twelve couples were each assigned one par- 
ticular month for which they designed dec- 
orations. A thirteenth couple supervised and 
coordinated everything. Each month repre- 
sented one year in the life of the Zig and Zag’s 
and all twelve sections were linked together 
but also separated by a gigantic gold paper 
chain draped from the ceiling. 

Briefly the monthly themes were: January 
1953 — Happy Birthday to the beginnings of 
Zig and Zag; February 1954—Be My Valen- 
tine with familiar cupids and hearts; March 
1955 — Mardi Gras Day with traditional pur- 
ple, yellow and green colors, balloons, masks, 
etc.; April 1956 — Happy Easter; May 1957—

September 1961— Greater New Orleans Square 
Dance Festival; October 1962—Spooks on Hal-

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Square Dance Time with real chrysanthe- 
mums, greenery and cut-out turkeys and pil- 
grims and December 1964 was Christmas 
Western Style. The stage was devoted to Hap- 
piness 1965 with a huge rainbow ending in a 
pot of gold. This was backed by a sequined 
sun illuminating blue birds of happiness.

R.S.V.P. 


Here are four letters which are probably 
taken for granted by most of us and which, 
too often, may be overlooked entirely. 

If you are a square dance club sending out 
invitations to guests to attend one of your 
dances or parties and you do want to know 
whether they will attend or not, add the nor- 
mal request, R.S.V.P. However if you really 
don’t need to know and are simply acquainting 
people with the news of your event, do leave 
it off. 

If you are a guest receiving an invitation to 
a square dance affair and find R.S.V.P. at the 
bottom of the page, don’t ignore it. Someone 
really wants to know if you can come. Perhaps 
a club has invited several guests and needs to 
plan on refreshments; perhaps they've invited 
only you and are hoping you'll be there. 

Répondez, s'il vous plait literally means, 
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“Answer, if you please.” There are, of course, 
many ways to do that. A formal invitation 
generally requires a short, formal note of ac- 
ceptance or declination. An informal invitation 
may be answered by note or even a post card 
or a telephone call. 

If someone has taken the time to send out 
an invitation and requests an answer, do take 
the time to acknowledge it, and as promptly 
as possible. It is an honor to be invited and 
whether you can attend or not, you are ac- 
knowledging this honor.

HIS Is NOT an easy “how-to-do’” suggestion. 
ii It takes time, patience and practice, or a 
natural ability at making things with your 
hands. However the results are unusual and 
lovely. 

The directions for the floral arrangements 
pictured came to us from Duchess Domrose of 
Compton, California. Originally she developed 
these decorations as table centerpieces for a 
luncheon given at the 13th National Square 
Dance Convention in Long Beach, Califor- 
nia, in June 1964. Since the luncheon was held 
for square dance publications and the local 
newspaper people, her theme was both strik- 
ing and appropriate as all the flowers were 
made from books and newspapers. 

We would suggest you read the instructions 
thru several times, matching them to the pic- 
tures, before undertaking a similar project. 
Once completed you'll find you have a truly 
unusual and attractive display which may be 
stored and used over again. 


Materials Needed 

Artificial Fern 
Ribbon 

Narrow doweling 
Very fine wire 
Green newspaper 


Glue 
Scissors 
Strong wire 


Green floral tape 
Cardboard 


Green styrofoam Containers 
Artificial moss Book pages 
Directions 


Wrap strong wire, for the stems, with green 
floral tape and then push each wire thru the 
center of a cardboard disc. Secure each wire 
firmly by bending it to lay flat on the top side 
of the disc. The length of the wires will de- 
termine the height of the flowers. The diameter 
of the cardboard discs will determine the fin- 
ished size of the flowers. Cut the cardboard 
into various sizes of circles before starting the 
project. 

Make petals by cutting book pages into 
squares. Use printed pages which are quite 
firm. Some practice with different sizes will 
give you an idea of what to use. Shape each 
paper square into a cone and glue it securely. 
When enough cones have been made, accord- 
ing to the size of the cardboard disc you are 
using, start at the outer edge of the disc and 
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glue the pointed part of the cone to the disc. 
Continue to glue the cones side by side until 
the entire outer edge is covered. Repeat the 
operation on the next inner circle, gluing the 
cones (petals) between the petals of the pre- 
ceding row, and so on until the disc is com- 
pletely covered. Fill any vacant areas with 
additional cones as needed. 

Make leaves by cutting squares from green 
newspaper, making these slightly larger than 
those used for the petals. Shape each square 
into a cone and glue it to the stem of the flower 
or attach it with fine wire. Two or three leaves 
per flower is ample. Cover the entire stem with 
additional floral tape after the leaves are in 
place. 

Cut the styrofoam as near as possible to the 
shape and size of the interior of the container 
you plan to use. Glue it securely to the inside 
bottom of the container, Press the stems of the 
flowers firmly into the styrofoam, bending them 
to whichever angle you prefer. 

Spread artificial moss over the entire top of 
the styrofoam. Stick artificial fern thru the moss 
to give a lacey appearance. 

Make ribbon bows and affix to short (2%” or 
3”) pieces of doweling with fine wire. Fasten 
these into the styrofoam where desired. 

Floral supply houses have many varied pat- 
terns and designs in ribbon or the ribbon 
might be supplemented or replaced with nov- 
elty decorations appropriate to various sea- 
sons. Examples: Hearts and cupids for Valen- 
tines Day; bunnies and cardboard eggs for 
Easter; owls and witches for Halloween; Tur- 
keys for Thanksgiving, etc. 

Containers are strictly a matter of prefer- 
ence, They may be cardboard, pottery or glass 
and either round, square or oval shapes may 
be used.

N I CONSIDER MYSELF a great patriot. If 
our country is fighting to make us safe, 
I'm behind them. If people are kicking up their 
heels in a national folk dance, I can kick as 
high as the next fellow.

I was going to ask if it 
meant “Darn’ Poor Dancers” but I didn’t want 
to fire the first shot. Some woman called Ida 
had a different insignia that read, “Caller’s 
Taw. I was extra nice to her all evening; I 
later learned she was the first sergeant. 

Everyone got into little groups of eight peo- 
ple each, seven going one way; me going an- 
other. Darndest bunch of people I've ever seen. 
They wouldn’t follow me once but they kept 
right on smiling and were so friendly I thought 
I might as well go along with them, even if 
they wouldn't take a tum following me. 

That fellow Ed must have had nerves of 
steel because all the time the pulling and push- 
ing and running around was going on, he just 
stood up on that stage singing. Every once in 
awhile someone would holler real loud but Ed 
kept right on singing. 

The women had on the oddest uniforms and 
as they went around in circles their dresses bil- 
lowed out and everyone could see _ their 
britches. Most unusual assortment of britches 
— pink, blue, green, all colors. I felt kind of

sorry they had to wear such old britches which 
must've been made during World War II be- 
cause the elastic was no good and they kept 
falling down around the women’s knees. They 
did their best to be presentable, tho’, with 
ruffles and lace around the bottoms of the 
britches. 

These women really put up a good fight in 
spite of their odd uniforms altho’ I don’t think 
they ever beat the men. The men stuck to- 
gether real good. A man and a woman would 
put their hands up together and sort of Indian 
wrestle and if the man couldn’t win this way 
hed run to the middle of the group and join 
forces with the other men. After they had 
joined hands and gone around in a circle for 
a few minutes they would all reach out and 
grab a woman and keep right on going. 

Maybe the women were doing better than I 
thought or else the men just let them think 
they won because some fellow who had been 
carrying a white towel thru his belt pulled it 
out and started waving it in front of his face. 
Then the music stopped and everyone ran off 
to the side to take cover. That Ed came down 
off the stage; guess he felt he was safe as long 
as a truce had been called. 

After the battle I made it home all right. 
I dropped on my bed and I could have sworn 
I saw those crazy people from my bedroom 
window. There was Ed, still at a safe distance 
on top of a snow-capped mountain — and still 
singing. And there were all those soldiers 
moving in and out, circling around the North- 
ern Lights, looking for new battlefields, new 
worlds to conquer.

DEAR NEW DANCERS: 


SSUMING THAT you folks started square 
dancing early last Fall it’s a bit ridiculous 
to continue calling you new dancers. Especially 
in view of the fact that before too long you 
will be graduating from your beginner status. 
Actually, an interesting thing in this activity 
today is the fact that we never stop learning. 
This is probably due to the accompanying fact 
that folks never seem to stop improvising new 
movements and new dances for us to enjoy. 
The true foundation material in square danc- 
ing however will always be with us and there 
will be continually new movements for us to 
try in our workshops. However, as you prob- 
ably have already discovered, continued prac- 
tice on the movements you already know is 
what will make you a better dancer. It’s not 
knowing a great quantity of movements that 
counts so much as being able to dance 
smoothly and comfortably. 


Important — If by any chance you feel that 
you haven't progressed as well as others in 
your group, and if you tend to be a bit dis- 
couraged, remember this—Square Dancing 
calls wpon automatic reactions and_ reflexes 
which we as adults have had very little occa- 
sion to use prior to coming into square danc- 
ing. While learning may come simply for some 
it is anything but simple for others. The caller 
says “allemande left.” You think, ll give my 
left hand to my corner. And what do you do? 
You stand there with both hands outstretched 
hoping someone will come in your direction. 

If this seems to describe you, know that you 
have many friends and take a suggestion from 
some who have been in square dancing a good 
number of years. The learning process is just 
a part of the fun of square dancing. Once you 
get the idea of automatic reaction and can fol- 
low the caller’s directions effortlessly, you have 
guaranteed pleasure ahead of you. If it doesn't 


Some of the most common square dance move- 
ments that we encounter many times each dance 
night become pitfalls for awkward dancing. Take 
the action of Promenading Your Corner as an ex- 
ample. There are many times when you finish a 
movement by turning your partner with a left 
arm and then promenading your corner. As the

man in this case you have several options. You 
can stand smack in front of your corner and let 
her jump over you, or run around you, or dive 
under your legs. Or, you can move the long 
way, counter-clockwise around her ending in 
promenade position. However, there is a simpler 
way. 

After turning your partner with the left arm 


come easy, think seriously of taking the course 
over again the next time one starts. You ll never 
know just what the “lights will go on” and 
things will suddenly become simple and fit 
into place. But it is worth having another go 
at it! 

Have you been making a list? Friends you 
have had long before you started square danc- 
ing may have become interested in your hobby 
during these last few months. Chances are 
they will be “sold” on square dancing because 
of your enthusiasm. Here is a good tip — when 
somebody says “How can I leam?P” write his 
name and address down on a piece of paper 
and give it to your caller or fo someone who 
knows when a new class will be starting. In 
this way, it will just be a brief matter of 
time before your friends will be sharing the 
fun right along with vou. When you learn of 
a good thing, isn’t it fun to share itr 

Go ahead and be impressed! Now that you 
are a part of square dancing do you realize 
what a tremendous activity you have joined? 
We would suggest that you turn to page 41 of 
this issue and take a look at the sixteen-page 
Square Dancers Guide for 1966. In it you will 
find names and addresses of square dancers in 
virtually every large area in the United States 
and Canada and countries overseas.

(1) the men should move into the center of the 
square, back to back, and out of the way of the 
ladies. Extend the right hand with the thumb 
down and palm about head height in front of 
the lady (2). The lady will not stop her forward 
motion but will put her palm to the man’s palm 
and begin her right face turn under the raised 
hands (3). As she turns, she continues her for- 


ward motion and the hands are comfortably 
brought down (4) and into promenade position 
(5) to complete the movement. 

This is not the only comfortable way of doing 
this particular movement but we find that it is an 
extremely satisfying method. We suggest it as 
one way of making your square dancing more 
comfortable.

VENUS & MARS 


Eight to the center, with a right hand star 

Now back by the left and not too far. 

First lady out and you form two stars 

One like Venus and one like Mars. 

Now the ladies move in and the gents move out 
And you turn those two stars round about. 

Now the ladies move out, and the gents move in 
And you turn those two stars round again. 

Now find your honey that pretty little maid 

You pick her up, and you star promenade. 


i fives WAS A TIME, early in square dancing’s 
period of resurgence when exhibitions of 
square dancers played a large part in the activ- 
ity. Hardly a festival or round-up would be 
held without at least one exhibition scheduled 
on the program. Quite frequently, the exhibi- 
tion would include at least one “cog wheel” 
type of pattern in its routine. 

Of the great variety of dances that fit into 
this category, perhaps the one that has 
achieved the greatest success is “Venus and 
Mars.” Starting from one large star, the ladies 
leave to make a star of their own, and then 
changing one man dancer for one lady dancer 
at a time, each dancer moves from one star to 
the other until all finally end in a star prome- 
nade. Let’s take a look at the way Venus and 
Mars progresses. 

Starting from a square formation or from a 
circle, all eight dancers make a right hand 
star (1). We have marked our number one 
couple in each one of the following frames so 
that the pattern will be more easily followed. 
From the right hand star, the dancers reverse 


to a left hand star (2). 

Following the call, lady number one moves 
until she is at the number two spot in the 
square, Extending her right hand out to the 
side, she releases the left hand star and starts 
turning a right hand star at that point (3). 
The large star continues to move and, as lady 
number four gets parallel to the number two 
position in the square, she joins lady number 
one in the right hand star (4). Lady number 
three follows and finally lady number two (5). 
At this point there are two stars, a left hand 
star formed by the men, and a right hand star 
formed by the ladies moving close together so 
that the dancers mesh as gear wheels. 

Following the call, as lady number one is 
adjacent to the men’s left hand star, she ex- 
tends her left hand into the men’s star (6) 
in front of her partner and releases the right 
hand star. As each lady moves from one star 
to the other, her partner, moving in back of 
her, changes to the right hand star (7). Finally 
couple number two changes over (8) so that 
all the men are in a right hand star, and all the 
ladies in the left hand star. 

As lady number one and man number one 
are adjacent to each other, they once again 
trade stars followed by couple number four 
(9), then three (10), and finally two (11). 
So, that puts the men once again in the left 
hand star, and the ladies in the right hand star. 

Then to finish the maneuver, as number one 
man meets number one lady, he picks her up 
for a star promenade (13) and this movement 
is followed by couple number four, then couple 
number three, and finally by couple number 
two (14), until a single star promenade has 
replaced the two stars. With' a degree of 
practice, and smoothing out, you can see how 
this can be an extremely eye catching display 
of square dancemanship. And, it can be a 
great deal of fun for a little change of pace in 
the regular square dance evening.

INTERESTING S/D PERSONALITIES 


ane MUCH to the forefront among interesting 
personalities who are drawn to square dai. - 
ing is Herbert C. (Herb) Lanks of Jenkintown, 
Penna., who, among other widely recognized 
accomplishments, rates 33 lines in Who's Who 
in America. 

Herb is a very successful writer and an 
equally successful photographer. He was one 
of the early contributors to both Life and Holi- 
day Magazines when they were first initiated. 
He has published many travel books and, to- 
gether with his wife, Gladys Crisman Lanks, 
has done a number of children’s books. 

Today, however, his major concern is the ad- 
vancement of square dancing. In this he has 
preferred to work mostly behind the scenes, 
helping get enterprising young blood elected to 
offices in the various square dance clubs to 
which the Lanks belong. Altho’ he has shied 
away from office himself, he has been persuaded 
to serve the forthcoming 1966 Delaware Valley 
Square Dance Convention in promotion and 
publicity work and as Assistant General Chair- 
man. 

Herb’s own introduction to square dancing 
was prior to World War I when he held his first 
educational job as the young principal of a 
country high school in the mountainous section 
of Potter County, Penna. Here he joined the 
country folks in going to square dance evening 
outings by horse sleigh to some remote farm 
home up one of the valleys. Old and young 
swung their partners to the tempo of the fiddler 
perched on the kitchen sink, who furnished both 
music and calls emphasized by the rhythmic 
tapping of his boots on the kitchen floor. On 
occasions they had a full orchestra complement,

a separate fiddler and a caller and, rarely, a har- 
110nica player who sometimes played the same 
melody as the fiddler and sometimes went off 
on his own. The dancers were not too critical; 
it was music — and relaxation from the daily dis- 
ciplines of very hard farm work. 

By an unusual chain of circumstances, Herb’s 
and Gladys’ current interest in square dancing 
was a direct result of a trip to Mexico back in 
the ’30’s. The Lanks and their eldest daughter 
Nancy made the trip in search of material and 
photographs for one of their juvenile books, 
“Nancy Goes to Mexico.” On this trip they ran 
into a group of young American boys and girls 
on an American Youth Hostel trip to Mexico. 
They had not known of the Youth Hostel move- 
ment but immediately became interested. 

After their return to Pennsylvania they were 
invited to visit one of the Hostels near their 
home. Here they participated for the first time 
in their married lives together in square and 
round dancing to the music with promptings 
on a few old phonograph records. Subsequently 
the Lanks offered encouragement to this move- 
ment by organizing a local club to practice: 
square dancing to old records like the Henry 
Ford series with calls. 

From then on, Herb and Gladys became asso- 
ciated with other square dance clubs forming 
in the Philadelphia area, all entirely without 
live callers. Gradually local callers were devel- 
oped and the movement was off to what we 
know today. 

On the non-dancing side, after doing some 
newspaper work Herb was sent to South Amer- 
ica as a high official for the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. Upon his return in 1926 he and Gladys 
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were married. Herb took various educational 
positions mostly so that he could spend long 
vacations in the South and Central American 
countries. It was then he began his career of 
writing books on adventure travel there. 

His first book covered his adventures thru 
all six Central American countries. Gladys ac- 
companied him, sketching and painting. Herb 
did the rougher part with overland travel and 
cameras. In Nicaragua he became acquainted 
with the then president and dictator Anastasio 
Somoza and recalls many episodes involving 
him. Later Somoza was assassinated. Herb also 
knew Rafael Trujillo, also later assassinated. 
Gladys has suggested that he should write an 
account on, “Assassinated Latin American Dic- 
tators I Have Known!” 

He has, however, confined himself to record- 
ing outstanding features of travel thru these 
countries such as making the first trip by land 
from the Arctic Circle to Cape Horn and, dur-

in the area. A number of years ago Herb provided 
square dancers, without cost, full color 35mm 
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ing the last war, being the first to travel the new 
Alaska Highway. In his account of the construc- 
tion of the Highway he received high commen- 
dation from official Washington for contributing 
to the morale of the American GI serving out 
the war in these lonely places. 

Under Nelson Rockefeller, former Coordi- 
nator of Inter-American Affairs, Herb produced 
the film, “Our Neighbors Down the Road,” with 
Hollywood producer Kenneth McGowan. He 
has visited Walt Disney in Hollywood and pro- 
duced color motion picture film on Alaska for 
him. He was also accustomed to visiting Ernest 
Hemingway in Cuba. 

With such capacity for living it is small won- 
der that in his mid-sixties Herb continues to 
be interested in movements like the American 
Square Dance, in the belief that it holds one 
of the greatest possibilities for uniting not only 
all of America but much of the world in cul- 
tural and social harmony.

Walt Swan — Riverside, R.1. 

Ws Swan and his wife Gert were ex- 

posed to square dancing as far back as 
1951 when they attended a local Western Jam- 
boree in their town that included traditional 
square dancing on the program.

Lp EXPERIMENTAL LAB 


ERE RATHER DELIGHTED to see a bona 
fide title come out to this particular move- 
ment. We found it difficult not to cringe when, 
following the call, two ladies chain, or four 
ladies grand chain, the men would do an 
automatic star-through as a substitute for the 
customary courtesy turn. 


CHAIN STAR THROUGH 
By Wayne Redden, Fort Smith, Arkansas 

Starting with two facing couples, the ladies 
take right hands and pull by. Giving their left 
hand to the right hand of their opposite man, 
they do a star through to end in a two faced line 
at right angles to their original starting position. 
In a grand chain star through, the four ladies 
would star by the right, to the opposite man. Giv- 
ing their left hand to the right hand of this per- 
son, they would do a star through to end in 
normal promenade position and direction in the 
square. 


Starting with our two facing couples, (1) 
the two ladies give a right and pull by (2). 
Giving their left hand to the opposite man’s 
right, they do a star through (3) to end in a 
two faced line with the men left shoulder to 
left shoulder (4). 

Starting from a square (5) four ladies 
would make a right hand star (6) and move 
forward to the opposite man where they would 
do a star-through (7) then end with inside 
hands held to follow the next call (or switch 
to promenade hand positions if the call re- 
quires ) . 

If we're not mistaken, this same call is re- 
ferred to as the chain through in some areas. 
For some drills using chain star through, see 
page 39 in the Workshop. 


A basic is a necessary movement with a short, clear call that 
cannot otherwise be given descriptively in the time needed. 
The call should not be confused with the sound of other calls. 
The movement itself should not be one that could be called just 
as well with existing basics. The movement should be smooth- 
flowing (not erratic or awkward) and should lend itself to rapid 
teaching. Last, to be considered a basic, a movement must prove 
its ability to withstand the test of time through continued usage.

Mis AND DANCING have long formed an 
important aspect of the Thomases’ life. 
“We met on a dance floor, were married on 
one, started teaching for the LDS Church and 
have been at it ever since,” says Tommy. 

He has been a dance band musician and 
played with the symphony as well. He and 
Geneve know and like good music and like all 
sorts of rhythms and dances. Their church 
teaching led to square dancing and simple 
rounds popular about 1950.

nice to have some silhouettes of square dance 
figures on the wall. I had an idea which 
worked out well for me and I'm glad to pass 
it along to others. 

I looked thru my old Sets in Order maga- 
zines and found some small figures that would 
fit inside of a 35 MM slide projector frame,
